"Gentle Ben" paid a vis* 
to the Wilson Snorting Goods 
Co. in Los Angeles to talk 
business. Through this con­ 
tact, the first Little League in 
Torance was outfitted by the 
Cycle and Key Shop. Since 
then the baseball business has 
mushroomed.

Now solely involved in 
sporting goods, Ben and Paul 
Smith do business In their 
own building at 14il Marce- 
Una Ave.
